neriod 2-5 July. The Ames Building in Rosslyn is a well 
Coin Agency bidding and the Key Building is becoming better 
known to the public as the time goes by. The Federal 
Protective Officers on duty at those buildings should not b 
inhibited during non-working hours by having aflood of 
visitors. Their full attention and services are vital at 
this time. There also could be some degree of discrimination 
among our ' employees by allowing only those employees statione 
tn Rossiyn to take advantage of the situation. .There is also, 
unfortunately, the problem of parental supervision over 
children and^we could run some risk of injuries and other 
undesirable incidents.

SUBJECT : A Little Aid for the Needy
